At a meeting of the central commit- 


tee this morning a suggestion was of- 
fered by W. D. McGinnis that the fire- 
men be assisted in raising the funds 
needed through the Red Cross street 
fair association, which has already 
pledged 54.000 to the finance commit- 
tee of the Home-Coming. 


Mr. McGinnis said the firemen told 


him the reason for securing a carni- 
val was to defray the expenses of the 
convention, no other. It was his idea 
of having the street fair asfociation 
assist the firemen and the dropping 
of the carnival proposition entered 
his head. The same end as far as 
finance is concerned could be reached 
through tire street fair organization, 
which at the same time does rot func- 
tion as a carnival. 


It. B. Pryce. president of tae asso- 


ciation, said his o'rganizatio-i would 
be willing to take this added work 
a-nd to Insure the success of it the 
firemen will assist.
